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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1. The following is an Examiner's statement of reasons for 
allowance: Claims 1-31 are considered allowable since when 
reading the claims in light of the specification, as per In re 
Donaldson Co. , Inc. , 2 9 USPQ 2d 1845, 1850 (Fed. Cir. 1994), or 
In re Sneed , 710 F.2d 1544, 1548, 218 USPQ 385, 388 (Fed. Cir. 
1983) , none of the references of record alone or in combination 
disclose or suggest the combination of limitations specified in 
the independent claims including receiving a request from a 
device (defined at SU, Fig. 2; pg. 11, lines 15-17) using three 
factors, instantaneous quantity of data (defined at e.g., pg. 8, 
line 22-pg. 9, line 1),. a rate of change in the instantaneous 
quantity of data (defined at pg. 9, lines 1-3), and a time of 
utilization (defined at pg. 9, lines 311) in granting resources 
in a circuit switched network, as specified in claims 1, 13, 24, 
and 3 0.
